Your letter of the 14th inst.was received this morning,and 
I have been thinking and praying over the matter. 

I am inclined to aecept the work,but I want to rseaeh the 
point of settled assurance that by aecepting I am following 
the way which God has laid out. 

The work is necessarily so different from any other that, 
I have ever had that I naturally hesitate,for I do not prove 
a failure.For instanee supervising the building of a new manse 
would be something entirely new to me,but I suppose I could 
do it if I set myself to the task. 

The elimate at Wrangell seems. to be as moderate as it is 
in this valley,exeept that we do not have many rains. 

How about the living exvenses,the special need of elothing, 
if any,and what kind of fuel is in general use? If eoal,are 
the priees "sky high" or within easy reach of a missionary’s 
salary? I have been wondering how a $ 1609 salary there eom- 
pares with an $ 1800 salary here in Las Animas.Understand me, 
the money question is not the big question with me,but while 
TI have never objected to hardships for myself,!I have always 
tried to make it as comfortable as possible within the length 
of my finaneial eable-tow for my family. 

How about our hovshold goods,will I have to sell,or will 
it be shipped through? Of course,my library must go with me. 
I would like to have detailed information on these matters. 

I hope high sehool work is being done in Wrangell,for 
should I aecept the work,if it is offered,I wouldn't feel 
able to send my boy who is now in high to Junaeu or Ketehikan. 
The other. one has several years to wait yet. 

Let me assure you that if God wants me at Wrangell,I would 
just as soon make that my life's work as one in the states.If 
I ean just fit in through love and serviee,I shall get along, 
and my wife will be a big help too. 

I thank you for writing me,and I hope to hear from you 
again even if later I must deal with Dr.Dixon whom I have met 
at several synods. !

Yours of September 18th in reply to miss of the 14th is at hand, ani I 
have waited before answering it until I cowld consult with Dr. Marquis and 
others of the Board. Dr. Dixon is away just now on his vacation. 

I have also received a number of very warm letters from those to whom 
you referred me. You certainly have the friendship and enteen of some of 
the very best men in our Church. | | 

And yet we are unable to send you now to Alaska for the reagnn that 
& man with whom we had previously corresponded about the place and who, we 
wore led to believe, would not accept it, has suddenly renewed the correspond- 
ence, expressing his wish to go to Wrangell. Re were, to a ee: committed 
to him, and therefore are compelled to give you UP. 

Perhaps it is just as well for your sake, as ae have been somewhat 
afflicted with rheumatian. While southeastern Alaska is in general a very 
heal tufui country and gave me the first good health I had ever enjoyed, it 
is bad for rheumatism. I had never suffered from that disease until I went 
to southeastern Alakma, and during the last two or three years of my residence, | 
I was beginning to suffer a good deal with rheumatic pains, and we had @ number 
of severe cases of inflammatory rheumatism at Wrangell while I was there. |

If you have ever sugfered from rheumatism, I think it would be a bad climate 
for you. | | 

We do not wish to lose sight of you, however. The interior of Alaska has the 
best climate and the greatest possibilities; and while there are no yacencies 
just now in our work there, hlaska seems to be “coming back" in a remarkable way 
and we expect that when the Railroad ia finisued, there will be a farmer's boom 
as well as one for lumbermen, coal diggers, oil men and of course gold-seckers.

Yes,!I “have suffered from rhuematisn, but I have learned in a 
measurs how to eontrol it.I do not agree with the generally ae- 
cepted opinion that e¢limatie eonditions are the eause of rheumat- 
ism.In faet I am eonvineed that as a rule an ineorreet diet is 
at fault.High altitudes are good for me as I have proved to my 
own satisfaetion by spending my vaeations in climbing the Rockies. 

If anything opens in the interior of Alaska ‘7 shall be elad 
if the Board will consider me for the place.I am sure a climate 
as good or better ean be found there than what we have here in 
Arkansas Valley.The water we have to drink is bad,and the sum- 
mers are hot.

In accordance with my custom of previ- 
ous years I am sending you, at the opening of 
this my fifth year in the evangelistic field, this 
announcement that I am ready toenter into 
correspondence with Pastors with a view to def- 
inite engagements for special meetings. 


A number have indefinately spoken for 
time.

Havine charge of the Alaska office of the Home Mission Board, 
it falls to my lot to answer your letters of July 27th and August 25rd. 


I well remember your older brother. who was a guest for a short ~ 
time at my home in “rangell, Alaska in the year of 1864. He wés on the 
Rev.Cutter on the way to his chosen field on the Kusququim. ‘Ye had a time 
of sweet fellowship together and we followed his work with great interest. 

‘e are mach interest in your record and qualifications. Tere it 
not for two obstacles, I. would have no hesitancy in offering you charge 
of the old Mother Mission at Ft. Yrangell which is © combined Indian. and 
white charge. The town is not large but is an important center and there 
ave two church organizations - the first church being the Thlinget and the 
second church being the white church which was built in 1879. 


Mme firstoe these obstecles is that you would propose to leave 
your wife end son behind you and be et that mission @ yesr or so slone. The 
Board has made an inveriable rule that we wiil send only married men with 
their wives to Indian missions and we desire also that the missionaries to 
the whites of Alaska be married end have their families with them. ‘The present 
divided state of the work at Wrangell is due to the fact that the Board sent 
Mir. Corser, an old bachelor, to that rlace in 1899. He rroved such a failure 
that the Presbytery asked him to resign. He refused to do so and when they 
deposed him, he joined the Episcopeiian Church and has remained at Yrangell 
ever since to the division of the work and the disquiet of the people. 


I am quite sure that you are of a very different type of man and yet 
the Board do not fell like departing from this rule. . | 


Second, your letter states that you could not go into that work for 
less than #2000 per annum... We pay that to our missionaries of Yukon Presbytery 
but the vacancies there are now all’filled. In the Presbytery of Alacka which 
comprises southeastern Alaska, the sslary is only #1600 with Manse and the

In 1903-4: Rev. Mr. Corser, who had been the Presbyterian — 
missionary in charge at Wrangell, was requested by the Presbytery to . 
resign on account of inefficiency. He refused and so was deposed. 
Instead of leaving he joined the Episcopal Church and the Bishop 
erected a building, so that there are two missions wheré there should 
be but one. Mr. Corser, however, has but a small following and the | 
Presbyterian Church has, as it always has had, the right of way. 


The chief trouble with our mission at Wrangell for many 
years past has been the inefficiency of the missionaries. Mr. Clark, 
the last: one, although a good man, did not seem to rightly grasp and 
control the situation. Ge | : . 


I. love Wrangell and its people. Ten of the happiest and 
most useful years of my life from 1878 tO 1888 were spent there, and — 
from that point I canoed all over the Archipelago establishing the . 
Presbyterian Church in nearly all the tribes of Thlingets and Hydas. 


The minister at Wrangell should be a man of earnestness 
and tact, ready to preach to whites and natives, and willing to 
cruise around to the various canneries, logging camps and hunting 
places of his people. To me it. is a most fascinating work, full of —

The salary in the Presbytery of Alaska is $1600.00 and a 
manse, With traveling expenses to the field for the minister and his 
family. A three manths wacation is given at the end of three years 
with expenses to Seattle. The $1600.00 paid to our minis$ers in 
southeastern Alaska is more than. equal to the }2000.00 which is the 
galary in the Presbytery of Yukon. There is such an abundance of | 
natural food at Wrangell. All kinds of salt’ water and fresh water fish - 
clams, cockles, crabs and other sea beach food; splendid garden vegat- 
ables and profusion of berries of different kinds; deer, geese, ducks 
grouse and other game, that a man who is a hustler and loves outdoor 
life can “rustle his grub" to a great extent.
